<@| my soul, let us return to our heavenly city where 
our names are inscribed in the Book of Life, and 
Vai whose citizens we shall be! As “fellow citizens of 
1 | the saints, inhabitants of the house of God, heirs 
of God and co-heirs of Jesus Christ,” let us con- 
sider, as far as this is possible to us, the happi- 
ness of our native city. Let us exclaim with the prophet: 
“Great things are said of thee, O city of God” (Ps. Ixxxvi. 3). 
“The dwelling in thee is, as it were, of all rejoicing” (Ps. lxxxvi. 
7). Thou art established for the joy of the whole earth. In 
thee there is no decline, no illness, nor infirmity; in thee are 
no cripples nor lame nor deformed of any kind. “All meet 
into the unity of faith and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the age of the 
fulness of Christ” (Eph. iv. -13). 

What could be more blissful than this life where there is 
no longer fear of poverty, no infirmity, no sickness! where 
no one takes offence, no one becomes angry, no one grows 
jealous, and no passions appear? where no appetite tempts 
no thirst for honor, no tyranny find place! Here there is no 
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fear of the demon and his diabolical snares, nor of the terrors 
of hell. Here there is no death, neither of body nor of soul, 
but only a life of joy through the gift of immortality. Here 
are no evils of any kind; never a disagreement nor quarrel, 
but the most perfect harmony in all things; for perfect harmony 
reigns among all the saints. All are replete with peace and 
joy —all in a state of holy calm. Here shines the eternal light: 
not a light like unto this earthly light, but a light which is 
the clearer according as it is more beatifying. “And the city 
hath no need of the sun, nor of the moon to shine in it; for 
the glory of God hath enlightened it, and the Lamb is the 
lamp thereof” (Apoc. xxi. 23). Here, even the saints who 
have instructed many unto justice shall be resplendent as the 
firmament, and shine as the stars of heaven for all eternity. 

Here there is no night, no darkness, no gloom, no incon- 
venience from heat nor cold, but everything so replete with 
comfort and mildness, that no eye hath seen, nor ear heard, 
nor hath it entered into the heart of man, except those who 
have been found worthy to enjoy such favor, and whose names 
are written in the Book of Life. — Far more sublime than all 
this, is the initiation into the ranks of the choirs of angels and 
archangels and all the powers of heaven; the sight of the 
patriarchs and prophets, the apostles and all the saints, and 
the meeting with our parents and ancestors. 

Glorious as all this may be, it is by far more glorious and 
blissful, to behold the face of God and behold the incompre- 
hensible light. The happiness exceeding all comprehension 
will consist in seeing God and possessing God and beholding 
Him for all eternity. 


In God We Possess Every Good 


O child of man! why roamest thou about, seeking some- 
thing good for thy soul and for thy body? Love the one Good 
in which every good is contained, and that will suffice. Desire 
after the only Good, which is pure goodness and all good, and 
that is enough. Body and soul, what do you crave? With 
God is all that you love and desire. Do you find pleasure 
in beauty? — “The just shall shine as the sun in the kingdom 
of their Father” (Matt. xiii. 43). Do you find delight in agility, 
strength and free motion of the body which nothing will be able 
to withstand ?— Listen: — “They are like the angels;” (Mark 
xii. 25) and again, “It is sown a natural body, it shall rise a 
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spiritual body” (1 Cor. xv. 44), certainly only by the power of 
God, not by nature. 

Do you desire a long life, good health? Here you shall 
enjoy health eternal and eternal health, for, “the just shall 
live eternally,” and “the salvation of the just is from the Lord.” 
Do you desire to feast sumptuously?— “I shall be satisfied 
when Thy glory shall appear.” Do you desire refreshing 
drinks? — “They shall be inebriated with the abundance of 
Thy house, and with the torrent of Thy delights Thou wilt 
satisfy them.” Do you enjoy beautiful melodies? — Here the 
angels sing the praises of God without ceasing. Do you seek 
wisdom and knowledge? — Here, Divine Wisdom itself will be 
revealed to you. Do you seek true joy? Then know: in 
heaven you shall love God above all things, and all will love 
each other as themselves, and God will love us more than 
we love ourselves. Do you love peace and harmony ?— In 
heaven all will have one and the same will because all are 
animated solely by the supreme will of God. 

Do you strive for power? — Then know, that the blessed 
in heaven participate in the omnipotence of God; for, as God 
can, of Himself, do what He wills, so can the saints do what 
they will through God. And because they will nothing but 
what He wills, so God wills all that they will; hence their will 
must be fulfilled. Do you seek honor and riches? — Know 
that God will place His good and faithful servants “over all 
His goods.” Yes, they shall become children of God, and be 
called gods, and they shall be “heirs of God and joint-heirs 
of Christ.” Do you long for certainty ?— Then know that the 
blessed in heaven are so sure of never losing their Supreme 
Good as they are sure that they will never of their own will lose 
God; nor will God, who loves them, ever deprive those who 
love Him of It. What bliss, then, in heaven, where we 
possess so great a Good! 


The Blissful Communion of Saints in Heaven 


O human heart! heart replete with privations and desires; 
heart filled with sorrow and adversities; overwhelmed with 
trials and tribulations, how you would rejoice if you were 
inundated in such an ocean of delights! Ask all that is within 
you if it could sustain such a plenitude of delights. And cer- 
tainly, if another whom you loved as yourself, possessed the 
same beatitude, it would redouble your happiness since you 
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would rejoice over his happiness as over your own. But if 
two, three, or many more enjoyed this same happiness, and 
you loved them all as yourself, your joy would increase in 
proportion to the number of your friends. From this you may 
judge how great must be the joys of heaven in the perfect union 
of love of innumerable angels and blessed souls, of whom 
not one loves the other less than himself, and rejoices no more 
over his own happiness than over each of the others. 

If the human heart is scarcely capable of comprehending 
the joy it experiences over its own good fortune; how could 
it contain the many and great joys of all? And if one rejoices 
in the good fortune of another according to the degree of love 
for him, how great must be the bliss experienced by the 
blessed over the happiness of God whom they love incompar- 
ably more than themselves and all others together! Since 
all love God with their whole heart, their whole soul and their 
whole strength, and their whole heart, their whole soul 
and their whole strength does not suffice to love Him accord- 
ing to His dignity, yet they rejoice with their whole heart, 
their whole soul and their whole strength, so that their whole 
heart, their whole soul and their whole strength cannot contain 
the delights over His beatitude.

Holy Church sanctions this pious custom of burning blessed candles, 
and many persons have them burned in thanksgiving for favors received, to 
petition special graces, or to honor our Lord and His Blessed Mother. 

No shrine, howsoever venerable, can compare with the altar on which 
our Divine Savior in the Holy Eucharist is exposed. Here in our Adoration 
Chapel is the Shrine of shrines, the throne of the Living God, whereon we 
behold the Sacred Host night and day. It is the same Jesus who had ‘‘com- 
passion on the multitudes.’’ His Loving Heart is now attentive to our needs. — 
At what more fitting shrine could you place a candle to show your thanks? 
Where will a lighted candle plead your cause for favors more efficaciously 
than before our Savior unceasingly exposed in the Most Blessed Sacrament? 

The burning of candles is the emblem of love, of the sacrificial love of 
the faithful for the Holy Eucharist. What a consoling thought to know that 
you or your dear ones are represented before our Eucharistic Lord by a 
burning candle!

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Our Obligations toward the Poor Souls 





HERE are obligations imposed upon us by love, 
by justice, by compassion, and obligations to- 
ward our own advantage. But when there is 
question of helping the poor souls, all these ob- 
ligations — love, justice, compassion and our own 
advantage combine to make it our sacred duty 

to assist the holy souls. 

When, incited by envy, the brothers of the Egyptian Joseph 
wished to kill him, Juda, strove to save him and said: “Why 
will you kill him? Is he not our brother, flesh of our flesh?”— 
When the grievousness of the sin and the heinousness of the 
crime would not restrain them, Juda appealed to their natural 
feelings which makes even the animals love those of their kind. 





Obligations of Charity 


But who are those suffering in purgatory? suffering more 
intensely than the Egyptian Joseph would have suffered by a 
cruel death at the hands of his brothers? They are likewise 
our brethren, flesh of our flesh; they are our nearest relatives 
by the ties of blood and the bonds of love or, at least, united 
with us in that most beautiful bond — the Communion of Saints, 
the bond of Faith and Christian charity. They are souls who 
have loved us and who still love us, and whom we, too, have 
loved: the souls of our father and mother, of brother and 
sister, of husband and wife, of child and friend. Not to love 
them, or not to love them so much as to strive to release them 
from the -greatest torture, would certainly be contrary to all 
laws of nature, contrary to the most-.sacred obligations of 
charity. “Out of sight — out of mind — out of heart,” is 
considered a crime even in the eyes of the world. It is like- 
wise wrong to forget our loved ones as soon as we have ac- 
companied them to the grave, hidden them from our sight and 
erected their monument. It would, indeed, be sad if, when 
they are removed from our sight, they would also be out of 
mind, and no longer have a place in our heart. 

As Catholics, the duty to remember our loved ones who 
have passed the portals of eternity is all the more sacred and 
more binding on us. We are children of that holy religion 
which sanctifies, blesses and consecrates the bonds of natural 
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love. Any upright man would consider it an outrage, a dis- 
grace, should a person forget a friend to whom he had pledged 
his friendship; forsake a friend in misfortune, or disown a 
friend in adversity. In the purifying flames of purgatory 
are many friends in need who remind us of our friendship, 
and plead and beg for help. Is it not unchristian to forget 
these loving and beloved souls? 


Obligation of Justice 


Our holy religion imposes the sacred duty of charity for 
the poor souls as an obligation of justice. 

Were you to meet a beggar suffering from hunger and 
thirst, who is naked and deprived of all his possessions, it 
would be an obligation of charity to help him were you in 
position to do so. If this beggar were your brother or friend, the 
obligation of charity would be doubly binding upon you. But 
what, if this beggar had been reduced to such a deplorable 
state partly or entirely through your fault? Ah, then this 
obligation would no longer be one of mere charity, it would 
be an obligation of strictest justice, and even an earthly court 
would impose the strict obligation of restitution upon you 
according to the measure of your guilt. 

The poor souls in purgatory hunger and thirst for God, for 
refreshment and redemption; they suffer and are deprived of 
all means of helping themselves. Who and what has reduced 
them to this state of poverty and misery? Sin; sin alone. But 
here is the question — How did they sin? why did they sin? 
under what circumstances did they sin? Comparatively few 
sins are committed alone. Most sins are of a nature that they 
are committed when one is in company with others. If we 
consider our life, we shall find that it was not when we were 
alone and far removed from the turmoil of the world that we 
committed the greatest number and most grievous sins. No; it 
was principally by our intercourse with others: by allowing 
ourselves to be influenced by the bad example of others, or, 
what is worse, by giving bad example and scandal ourselves 
and thus being the cause of sin. 

In the light of this truth we will conclude that the poor 
souls are suffering for sins of which, to a great extent, not 
they alone are guilty. Who are the authors of, the participators 
in the sins of our loved ones? We lament the death of a 
fondly-loved mother. With burning tears we accompany her 
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mortal remains to their last resting place. Perhaps the soul 
of this beloved mother is suffering in the flames of purgatory 
on account of sins of impatience or neglect of maternal duties. 
These faults oftentimes were due less to the parent’s own 
malice and neglect than to our sensitiveness, want of docility, 
ill-will. Our demands for freedom and independence have 
given occasion for the sin for which the soul of our mother 
now suffers.— Yes, many a son or daughter who neglected 
filial duties has caused the parent to fail. 

We stand mourning at the grave of a friend whom death 
has all too soon snatched from our side. Perhaps the soul of 
our friend is pining in the flames of purgatory to atone for 
sins against charity, for slander, for negligence in religious 
duties, for enmity. This friend, while on earth may have 
indulged with us in sinful talk, led a careless life with us; or 
we may have been the cause that he did not become reconciled 
with enemies. Who, then, is the accomplice in the sins for 
which our friend must suffer possibly for many, many years? — 
We, who have not fulfilled the obligations of a genuine, Chris- 
tian friendship. 

Let us visit the graves of our loved ones, read the names 
of all who have crossed the borders of eternity, who were in 
any way connected with us, and we will be forced to acknowl- 
edge that we have been participants or even the cause of many 
of their sins. Since we have been associates in their guilt, per- 
haps the authors of the sins for which they suffer, it is an 
obligation of justice that we help them to satisfy Divine Justice 
by rendering atonement for them. 


Our Own Advantage 


Besides fulfilling the obligations of charity, compassion 
and justice in helping the poor souls, we thereby promote 
our own advantage. It is true, we should always be guided 
solely by higher motives, but we are human, and naturally 
selfish, sometimes without knowing it. Even when we perform 
our duties and act according to higher motives, we desire at 
the same time to find some personal advantage. Well, let it 
be thus also in regard to our charity for the poor souls. 

Let us consider, first, Who are the poor souls? Secondly, 
What will they be? They are tried, hard-tried, suffering souls, 
and yet friends of God since they departed this life in the 
state of grace. As such, their intercession with God can obtain 
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much for others, although they cannot do anything meritorious 
for themselves. And who will be more grateful toward bene- 
factors than these souls? 

Secondly, What will they be?— The time of expiation will 
end, suffering will end, and all transfigured they shall enter 
into the “joys of the Lord.” They shall be ranked with the 
multitudes which St. John saw in vision, with palms in their 
hands and crowns on their heads, clothed in white garments, 
radiant with glory, whose superabundant reward is God Himself. 

Oh, what that means: to have God for our reward! Be- 
fore then they were “poor” souls, not in the possession of 
God — but now so infinitely, immeasurably rich in and through 
God! If we seek our own advantage, why not make the holy 
souls our friends? our debtors? How easy this would be! If, 
by our prayers or good works we assist a soul to attain to 
the vision and possession of God sooner, this soul will cer- 
tainly recompense with heavenly interest, our good works and 
prayers which helped it to attain happiness. Such a soul will 
be a powerful, zealous and loving advocate for us with God. 
Hence, we are acting to our highest personal advantage when 
we have compassion on the poor souls and help them.

Considering the great duty of love and gratitude which 
binds us to pray for the deceased, many have found untold 
consolation in knowing that there exists in the United States 
a religious Community whose obligation it is to pray day and 
night before the Most B!essed Sacrament exposed, for the souls 
recommended to their prayers. How powerful is that unceasing 
prayer offered in union with the Sacred Host enthroned upon 
the altar! Would you bring joy and consolation to your dear 
departed?

Besides having the names of the departed inscribed, living 
persons may be enrolled and likewise share in all the Holy 
Masses, Communions, prayers and good works heretofore 
mentioned, that they may thereby obtain the grace of final 
perseverance, of worthily receiving the last sacraments and of 
dying a happy death. 
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To become a partaker, the only thing required is that the 
name be registered and an alms of $1.00 for each person, be 
given but once for the maintenance of the house of God. 

Thus everyone may secure for himself the benefits of 
perpetual prayers of a numerous community of Sisters, who 
have consecrated themselves to the unceasing adoration of the 
Blessed Sacrament.

(oa RATITUDE is a virtue common to all great souls. 
y 24| There is a saying, “A holy soul is a grateful soul.” 
| Whilst evil-minded persons seek in every way to 
44, elude their obligations of gratitude, generous hearts 
take their delight in testifying their thanks, and 
thus proving themselves worthy of the favors bestowed. 

The poor souls in purgatory are holy souls, elect of God 
and future citizens of heaven. No matter what their sentiments 
may have been during their mortal life, now their soul has 
opened to the beauties and revelations of eternity. It is 
impossible that these holy souls should be ungrateful, because 
they have irrevocably renounced every base sentiment of their 
earthly existence. We need not fear that they will ever forget 
their benefactors. 

The saintly Jesuit, Father Martin Roa, in his book on the 
condition of the poor souls, declares: “I can testify of myself 
that I have often been in great tribulation, have been seriously 
ill, have made many long, difficult and perilous journeys over 
rocky and snow-covered mountains, and through deep valleys 
which, on account of high water, were sometimes fraught with 
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great danger; through barren deserts, and amid murderers and 
robbers: and yet, when I invoked the poor souls, I always 
experienced their help and escaped from every harm. 


A Wondrous Guide 


A pious girl was making a day’s journey on foot during 
the severe winter of 1830. She had still a long way to go 
when night overtook her at the parting of an unknown road. 
She was aware of her dangerous position, and shuddered at 
thought of mistaking her way which would cause her to go 
astray in the dark night. “Gladly would I pray for the poor 
souls the rest of the way,” she said to. herself, “if only some 
one would show me which path to take.” 

Then she proceeded on one of the two paths that lay before 
her. She had not gone far when, from the other path, a little 
boy called out: “Madam, where are you going?” She named 
the place, and the boy called again: “You are going the wrong 
way; you must take this path.” The girl crossed over, and 
in doing so she had to step over some rubbish that lay between 
the paths. For a moment she glanced down, then instantly 
looked up again, but the little boy had disappeared. The space 
all around her was clear and level, but no human being could 
be seen. 


Protection on a Journey 


Many years ago, three men carrying a quantity of gold were 
crossing Mount St. Godhard. When they reached a forest which 
was dreaded by all on account of its being infested with 
robbers, the men took their rosaries in their hands and began 
to pray the psalter for the poor souls to obtain their 
protection.

mq ETWEEN the 2d of September, 1918 and the 9th 
*} of November, 1919, the following facts occurred 
in the sacristy of Saint-Leonard of the Poor 
Clares in Montefalco in the diocese of Spoleto 
in Italy. It has been fully reported in the review 
“Le Purgatoire”, dated March-April, 1920. We 
sum up these facts for our readers who are devoted to the 
suffering souls. 

On Monday, September 2, 1918, the Mother Abbess, who 
also filled the post of sacristan, heard the sacristy bell ring, and 
going to the “turn” through which business is carried on with 
those outside the enclosure heard a voice saying: “I am leaving 
you an alms of ten lire.” And rolling the “turn” around, she 
found a note for the specified sum on the shelf. “Do you wish 
us to say any particular prayers?” asked the Mother Abbess, 
thinking she was speaking to some unknown person, “or is 
the alms an offering for Masses?” 

“I make no conditions,” was the response. 

The voice was kindly but sounded sad, as though the 
speaker was hurried and a long way off. A further question 
from the nun met with no reply. 

Five weeks later the same thing happened, and the visit 
was again repeated the last day of October, on the 29th of 
November and on the 9th of December. A ten-lire note was 
left on each occasion and the only variation from the first 
visit was, that when Mother Maria Theresa asked if they were 
to pray especially for the donor, the answer came that prayer 
is always good. 

On New Year’s day, and once again in January, 1919, the 
usual visit and gift were made but it was not until March 14th 
that it first dawned on the Sisters that their visitor might 
not be of this world. 

On this evening the sacristy bell rang at eight o’clock, while 
the nuns were making their examination of conscience. Before 
the Abbess was able to go to the “turn” the bell had sounded 
a second time, and though she asked who was there, no answer 
came, but the usual note was found on the shelf. As the 
church had been locked for some time, it was a disturbing 
thought that some one might be concealed in it, and Mother 
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Abbess being bound by enclosure, called an extern Sister and 
begged her to go into the church and see who was there. But 
the most minute search revealed no one. From this time, as 
may be imagined, the Sisters’ prayers were redoubled, whilst 
some began to wonder if it could be that they were being 
deceived by an evil spirit. 

The next call came in the month of May, at about half- 
past nine, just before the hours of the night silence, and this 
time four Sisters went together to the “turn” where they found 
two notes laid in the form of a Cross. As on the previous 
occasion, the church was empty and locked for the night, and 
again no voice was heard. 

Four times during the summer months visits under the 
same circumstances were repeated, and each time one or anoth- 
er of the Sisters answered the bell. On Monday, July 7th, at 
about two o'clock, the bell rang twice, but as children often 
rang about that time of day, for mischief, Mother Abbess did 
not answer till a voice spoke outside her cell, although it was 
time of silence in the convent: — 

“The bell of the sacristy ‘turn’ has rung.” Going down, 
Mother Maria Theresa heard the usual voice: — 

“I have left two lire, and ask for prayers,” it said. 

“In the Name of God, who are you?” cried the nun. 

“I am not permitted to say.” And she heard no more. 

Ten days later this was repeated, and again on July 27th, 
and another note was left. On August 12th three Sisters 
answered the summons and received the note, and the church 
being locked, it was most carefully examined by the nuns’ 
confessor, M. Climati, and two other priests who found it 
empty as before. 

Five days later, when the voice said, “I leave these alms 
for prayers,” Mother Abbess replied that they prayed in any 
case, and if the donor wished he might give his alms to those 
who needed it more than the Sisters did. 

“No; take it,” was the reply. “It isa work of mercy.” 

“May I ask who you are?” questioned the Abbess. 

“I am always the same,” came the reply, — but nothing 
more. Again, after some intervening visits, the Abbess tried 
to refuse the alms on September 16th. 

“Take it,” replied the voice; “it is given to satisfy Divine 
Justice.” 

“Blessed be the Holy and Immaculate Conception of the

Blessed Virgin Mary,” murmured the nun, and the voice 
repeated the ejaculation. 

On October 16, 1919, acting on the advice of their con- 
fessor, the refusal of alms was repeated, Mother Abbess saying 
that their confessor feared some treachery of Satan. 

“No, I am a soul from purgatory,” came the answer clear 
and {decided. “I have undergone forty years of purgation 
for having mismanaged ecclesiastical goods. I was judged 
and found wanting.” The Sisters had Masses celebrated for 
this poor soul and on successive visits it gave further alms 
but to all questions concerning its identity, the answer was: — 
“The judgment of God is just.” 

“But if one Mass is enough to deliver a soul from _pur- 
gatory, and we have had several said for you, why are you 
still there?” 

“I have received only a small share of the grace of 
those Masses.” 

As the month of the Holy Souls drew near, the visitor 
seemed willing and able to say more. 

On October 30, 1919, a voice awakened the Abbess about 
one in the morning, saying that the sacristy bell was ringing, 
and when she made her way down to the “turn” her saluta- 
tion was answered with the usual “Amen,” and the alms was 
offered as before. “By order of our confessor, I cannot accept 
your alms,” replied the Abbess, “unless you tell me who you 
are. In the Name of God, are you a priest?” 

Ta” 

“Did the money you misspent belong to this house?” 

“No; but Almighty God allows me to leave it here.” 

“Where did you get it?” 

“The judgment of God is just.” 

“We can’t believe that you are a soul from purgatory. 
We think you are deceiving us.” 

“Shall I give you a sign?” 

“No, that is not allowed.” 

After this the Abbess took the money, and immediately 
the voice thanked her saying, that now he was allowed a 
share in the prayers of the community. And the voice had 
lost the sadness that had characterized it on other occasions. 

The month of November was begun at St. Leonard’s 
Convent with a special novena for the poor souls, including a 
Mass said by Padre Louis Bianchi, S.J., at the privileged altar 
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of the Gesu. On the ninth day of the novena, the Abbess 
received her usual summons. 

When she came to the “turn” she gave the ordinary 
greeting, “Praise be to Jesus and Mary.” 

“Praise be to Them forever,” came the usual voice, but 
with a thrill in it that made the hearer realize all pain and 
sorrow had ceased for the speaker. 

The voice told now of overwhelming happiness. “I thank 
you and your community,” it said. “I am delivered from 
purgatory.” 

“Do you thank the priests who said Masses for you?” 
asked the Abbess. 

“I thank every one.” Then after asking for prayers, the 
nun begged for the speaker’s blessing and the voice came back: 
Benedictio Domini super vos. 

And so the soul from purgatory passed away, leaving 
behind a wonderful feeling of joy and gratitude. 

Twenty-eight different times the bell had called the 
Abbess. The money left in the “turn” at Montefalco amounted 
in all to a sum equal to three hundred francs, and forty 
Masses had been said for the poor soul. 

In a letter dated December 3, 1919, written by order of 
the Archbishop of Spoleto, M. Alexandre Climati, Cure-Prieur 
at Montefalco wrote: “I, having been chaplain and ordinary 
confessor to the monastery for eight years, testify that these 
facts are true, and that I have followed them step by step.”— 
Father Louis Bianchi, S.J., who gave the retreat in the mon- 
astery of St. Leonard and had been witness of the extraordinary 
occurrences went to the central seat of the Archconfraternity of 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus, of which “Le Purgatoire” is the organ. 
He brought with him one of the notes found in the sacristy, 
quite a new note which bore as serial numbers 041161 and 2694,

berg, Westphalia, Germany, were forced to have 
their convent on account of the war, and go to 
the city of Warendorf. During the same year, 
Sister Clara Schoelers died of the pest. Four or 
five years later, she appeared to the Chaplain, 
Rev. Rudolf Werneking, telling him that she was still suffer- 
ing; nay, that she would probably have to suffer till the end of 
the world. She asked his permission to appear in that place. 
Fifty-nine years after her death, in 1696, on the 20th of 
April, she showed herself to the lay-sister, Sister Mary Heren- 
dorps. The lay-sister was at first exceedingly frightened, but 
soon took courage and asked the apparition, “Who are you?” 
It answered: “I am a religious of your community, called ‘Clara 
Schoelers.’” To the question if she could be helped, she 
replied, “Let me go; my time has not yet arrived,” and 
disappeared. She was not seen again until September 2d of 
the same year, on which day the lay-sister made her profession. 
On this day Sister Mary Herendorps asked God to permit the 
poor soul to appear again if she were still in need. In fact, the 
soul did appear on the 11th of September in the same garment 
as the first time, not only once but five times, and on the 
following day, three times. The abbess at that time was Anna 
Maria von Brakell, who commanded Sister Mary Herendorps 
to tell the soul that they would gladly do anything she desired, 
only she should not cause any annoyances to the convent. 
On September 20th, the soul appeared again. This time 
she revealed to Sister Mary that she desired all the nuns to 
pray for her till Christmas; then she would be permitted to 
say what would help her. To the question, why she had to 
suffer so much, the soul replied that it was because of the 
ill-will she had borne to the confessor, so that for a long 
time she had not gone to confession or Holy Communion; not 
even on her deathbed. Another priest had been called, but 
he had arrived too late. If she had not belonged to the 
Order of St. Benedict, she would have been eternally lost. * 








* In his life of St. Benedict, St. Gregory the Great mentions various promises made by heaven 
to St. Benedict. Among these promises is this : ‘That no one shall die in the Order whose salvation 
would not be assured.., etc." Undoubtedly God shows mercy to sinful members because of the 
great glory He receives from so many holy religious of the venerable Benedictine Order. 
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On September 22d, at 8:30 P.M., the apparition again stood 
before Sister Mary. The soul said she might now present the 
petition which had at first been deferred till Christmas. She 
begged to have one hundred Masses offered, saying that each 
Mass would shorten her sufferings one year. 

The abbess acceded to everything, and ordered the Masses 
to be said. Sometimes the apparition was not seen for days. 
At other times, wherever Sister Mary went, the soul was ever 
at her side, and when the Sister asked her not to trouble her 
so much, the soul replied that she would do her no harm, and 
that it was a great comfort to be close to her. 

On October 12th, the soul appeared for the first time in 
dazzling white. On the following day she was still more radiant 
and held a green palm in her hand; she was very beautiful. 
Sister Mary asked, “Sister Clara, are you released?” 

“I am released,” was the jubilant answer. “Oh, how good 
is God!” — Thereupon she took Sister Mary’s apron and then 
returned it with an impression burned upon it. “Live in 
peace!” she said, and disappeared. 

The apron which belonged to Sister Mary Herendorps and 
upon which the deceased Sister Clara Schoelers left very 
beautifully the impressions of the hand, has been preserved in 
the Benedictine Convent of Vinnenberg, Westphalia, Germany. 
In 1902 it was sent to Rome for examination, and when 
returned it was deposited in the episcopal archives of 
Muenster, Westphalia, Germany. In 1920 P. Jouet visited 
the convent; he also made photos of the impressions, and 
wrote an account of the apparitions.

] NUMBER of writers tell of the great charity prac- 
A ticed toward the poor souls by Archbishop Chris- 
 topher Sandoval of Seville, Spain, and how he was 
“| once singularly rewarded for his compassion. From 

childhood, Christopher had been accustomed to give 
all the money he could spare as alms for the poor souls, and 
he continued this practice when attending the University of 
Lyons. Once, however, his exceeding generosity brought him 
into great perplexity. The pious youth had given his last coin 
as alms before he had received the usual allowance from his 
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father. He had not sufficient money left to buy his dinner. But 
what was even more painful to him, he had nothing to give to 
a beggar who asked for an alms in the name of the poor souls. 

Since Sandoval had no material help to offer, he went to 
a church to give the poor souls at least the spiritual alms of 
prayer. Scarcely had he ended his devotions when a hand- 
some, well-dressed youth, apparently a traveler, stood before 
him and greeted him cordially. Sandoval was startled, thinking 
he saw a person from the other world. The young man, how- 
ever, told him that he had just come from Spain, his native 
country, with good tidings from his father, the margrave of 
Dania, and from other relatives and friends. After a short 
conversation, he invited Sandoval to a hotel, where both sat 
down to table. Handing a purse to Sandoval, the stranger told 
him to use it for his own benefit, saying that the margrave, his 
father, would restore the money to him at his request, when 
he returned to Spain. Then, under a pretext of having some 
business in the city, he left. Sandoval never discovered the 
identity of the youth, nor was the money, which consisted of 
Italian gold coins, ever demanded of the margrave. 

Sandoval had not the least doubt that the stranger was 
a soul from purgatory who had come to help him in need, in 
gratitude for the alms which he was always intent on giving 
for the release of the suffering souls. In his profound humility 
he kept this incident a secret until he was consecrated bishop, 
when he revealed it to Pope Clement VIII (+ 1605). The Pope 
commanded him to make it known to the faithful in order to 
encourage them to perform similar acts of charity. All through 
life the saintly archbishop remained a faithful friend of the 
poor souls.

The First Church 

@] S the little oratory of Dona Ana de Mattos grew 
3} too small for the throngs of pious pilgrims, it 
it was now decided to erect a spacious church, a 
sanctuary worthy of Our Lady of Lujan. This 
project greatly rejoiced the heart of the faithful 
Manuel. He at length saw that his earnest de- 
sires and fervent prayers of so many years were to be realized. 
The work met with a firm support, and the building was 
commenced in 1677. Financial difficulties, however, retarded 
the work until the zealous priest, Padre Don Pedro de Montalbo, 
took charge of affairs. Having obtained sufficient funds to 
continue the construction of the church, it was completed in 
the year 1685. The solemn translation of the sacred image to 
the new church took place the same year. 

Padre Don Pedro had been cured of a serious illness 
through the intercession of our Lady of Lujan, and in gratitude 
to his kind Benefactress, determined to consecrate the rest of 
his life to her service as chaplain of her shrine. This he did 
up to the time of his holy death in 1701. Feeling his end 
approaching, he made his will leaving all his property to Our 
Lady of Lujan. Often during life he had said, “I have no other 
heir to my goods, but my Mother.” From this date began 
those grand celebrations at Lujan, which take place every 
year on the 8th of December, the feast of the Immaculate 
Conception. 








Saintly Death of Don Manuel 


The saying of St. Bernard that a “child of Mary shall not 
perish,” was verified in the happy passage to eternity of the 
negro, Don Manuel, which took place about this time. As 
we have seen, from his eighth year he had dedicated himself 
to the service of Our Lady of Lujan. He had many trials, for 
“God chastises those whom He loves.” In his day there was 
constant danger from roving bands of Indians. Then, too, he 
had many temptations and bodily infirmities, but his childlike 
confidence in his Mother Mary never forsook him. His love 
for Our Lady of Lujan knew no bounds; and it was his ardent 
desire that she should be known and loved by others. He 
would pass hours in loving converse with his heavenly Bene- 
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factress. Everything about her shrine he kept in good order, 
and inspired others with a filial devotion to her. He lived to 
a good old age, and in his last illness foretold that, according 
to a revelation of Our Lady of Lujan, he would die on the 
following Friday, and on the next day be transported to eter- 
nal bliss. The first part of his prediction is an historic fact, 
as he died on the day foretold; and we have every reason to 
believe that the second part was likewise verified. Since our 
Blessed Lady is so generous in rewarding the least service 
rendered her, what great recompense must she not have given 
to her faithful Manuel, for his life entirely dedicated to her 
honor! 

According to tradition, his mortal remains were laid to 
rest behind the high altar, at the feet of his beloved Lady of 
Lujan. The day of judgment will reveal the glory of this 
devoted client of Mary, a poor negro slave, exalted and hon- 
ored as one of the elect of God. 


New Churches 


Just a century had passed since Our Lady had, in such a 
miraculous manner chosen Lujan as a place of predilection to 
dispense her favors. During this period the devotion of the 
people had increased to such an extent that the church erected 
fifty years previously by the zealous efforts of Padre de Man- 
talbo, was found to be inadequate to the present wants. A 
new church was commenced, but when after much labor, the 
edifice was almost completed, it was found that, owing to 
some defect in the construction, the walls and pillars showed 
signs of collapsing. The bishop then ordered it to be demolished 
and a larger church to be erected. 

This third church, completed in 1765, was later replaced 
by a beautiful basilica of which the corner stone was laid in 
1+*87, and which was solemnly blessed and inaugurated on 
December 4, 1910. The basilica contains fourteen altars; the 
main altar can be seen from nearly every part of the great 
edifice. 


Brother Anthony 


Since January, 1872, the Lazarist Fathers have had charge 
of the shrine. These good Fathers have been faithful custodians 
of the trust confided to them, ever kind and hospitable to the 
pilgrims, and attentive to their spiritual wants. 
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Brother Anthony Wermster, a member of the Lazarist 
Community was a veritable second Manuel. He was born in 
Germany, 1836. In 1872 he came to the Argentine Republic 
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Basilica of Our Lady ot Lujan 


and was sent by his superiors to Lujan as sacristan. For more 
than forty years he faithfully fulfilled his charge. His childlike 
devotion to our Blessed Lady was proverbial. He made it a 
tule of life to talk little and pray much. 


Solemn Coronation of the Statue 


The shrine of Our Lady of Lujan had attained a world-wide 
reputation. During the long years since that first wonderful 
manifestation of heaven, how many pious pilgrimages had been 
made! How many temporal and spiritual favors had been 
received from our Blessed Lady! It was determined to 
crown the miraculous statue solemnly. On the 30th of Sep- 
tember, 1886, His Holiness Leo XIII blessed the crown. It was 
a generous gift of the Argentine people, in every way a 
magnificent work of art. It is composed of pure gold set 
with 365 precious stones, 132 pearls, and 12 enameled pieces 
delicately carved. The solemn ceremony of the coronation took 
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place on May 8, 1887. Never before in the history of Lujan had 
such a scene been witnessed. It was the manifestation of 
the devotion of an entire nation. 

About forty thousand of the faithful gathered from far 
and near to take part in the imposing functions of that ever 
memorable day. The town and church were gorgeously 
decorated. It was foreseen that the church would not be large 
enough to hold the multitude of people expected for the 
occasion, so a provisional altar had been erected in an elevated 
position about six squares southeast of the church. At about 
9 o’clock A.M., the procession started, headed by the Arch- 
bishop of Buenos Aires, accompanied by a number of bishops 
and members of the clergy, secular and regular. All were 
greatly moved at seeing the revered image of our Blessed Lady 
carried in their midst. For nearly a century it had not been 
moved from the Camarin. This was a day of triumph in 
which a grateful people were to crown Our Lady of Lujan as 
their Queen, in token of gratitude for so many favors received 
from her merciful hands. It was the first time that the privi- 
lege granted by the Pope of a proper Mass of Our Lady of 
Lujan was used. 

At the conclusion of the Mass, Archbishop Aneiros, who 
had been appointed by His Holiness Pope Leo XIII as his 
representative to crown Our Lady of Lujan, commenced to 
prepare for the ceremony. In full pontifical vestments, assisted 
by the bishops of Cuyo, Montevideo and Claudeopolis, as well 
as by the Capitular Vicars of Cordoba and Salta, he proceeded 
to the altar and intoned the Regina Coeli Laetare, which was 
taken up by the clergy and a special choir. The archbishop 
reverently placed the precious crown on the miraculous image 
saying: Thus as thou art crowned on earth by our hands, so 
may we merit to be crowned in heaven with honor and glory 
by Christ our Lord.

Father of the Poor 

™ T. Anthony followed most minutely in the footsteps 
of our Divine Savior. He loved above all holy 
poverty and the poor, whom he helped whenever 
he could do so. Even now from his heavenly 
home, he continues his charity toward the poor 
and afflicted on earth. Hence, for those who promise him 
bread for the poor, he obtains graces for soul and body, and 
assists them in the most hopeless cases. This is experienced 
anew by the world since “St. Anthony’s Bread” has been 
introduced, and Divine Providence seems to have destined it 
as a means to rekindle the smoldering spark of faith and 
practical charity in many hearts. Brotherly love, which has 
suffered much in late years, is hereby reanimated, and the 
virtue of Christian charity, seemingly forgotten by many, re- 
ceives new impetus, new life. This is something very 
important in our cold, harsh times, when money reigns as 
absolute sovereign. 

St. Anthony does not disdain to interest himself in the 
most common and trivial affairs of every day life, if thereby 
he can effect some good, either spiritual or temporal.

Carmelites’ Relief 


Of the various religious Orders which have felt the unhappy 
consequences of the late War, the Carmelite nuns have probably 
been among the greatest sufferers. There are about twelve 
Carmelite Convents in Austria and eight in Germany to which 
we have sent alms regularly since 1920. Many of these Con- 
vents say that they have lately been utterly forsaken by all; they 
receive no help except from Clyde. This fall, to our great sor- 
row, we could not send them as much alms as we wished, and 
nothing in comparison to their need. Their pleas are particularly 
pitiful now at the approach of winter. They need help; they 
need it immediately; they must have coal and wheat for the 
winter. Dear reader, you love the “Little Flower’ of Jesus... 
In her name we earnestly implore you to be generous in sending 
alms for the impoverished Carmelite Convents in Central Europe. 
The “Little Saint’ will surely reward those who assist the poor 
Sisters of her Order during this trying time. In the name of 
the “Little Flower” we appeal to you; in honor of the “Little 
Flower,”’ do send alms for the Carmelites’ relief. 


‘‘We seem no longer in a Convent, but in a hospital,’’ writes one Prior- 
ess. ‘‘Of all our members, only three enjoy good health. It is unspeakably 
pitiful to see young religious linger in the infirmary and be unable to give 
them the proper medicine. Our archbishop visited us the other day. He is 
almost heart-broken to see so many sick and suffering sisters in our com- 
munity as a result of lack of nourishing food. He told us to get more eggs, 
milk, etc., but I told him that these things are all exhorbitant in price. 
‘Pray,’ he said, ‘appeal, solicit and supplicate. You must obtain help!’ ’’ — 
Whose heart could remain untouched at such a plight of the beloved spouses 
of Christ ! 

Again a Carmelite Prioress writes: ‘‘Repeatedly you have been 
for us and for countless others the instrument of Divine Providence. 
Once more I come to you for help. Our treasurer has been disconso- 
late; the sadness has effected even her soul . . . there are so many debts, 
and bills for necessary food that cannot be met. I told the sisters to 
work still harder, though I did so with a heavy heart, for they are al- 
ready overwhelmed with work. One sister wrote all our needs ona 
card and hung it around the neck of St. Joseph’s statue so the card 
would rest just on his heart. We have started a novena to good St. 
Joseph for speedy aid.’’— Ah, shall they be disappointed in their hopes! 
Let us come to their assistance. 
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The Superioress of another Carmel says: ‘‘Dear Reverend Father, we 
are forgotten by everybody ! The income formerly received from our doweries 
is reduced to nothing. We receive absolutely no alms, because the people 
themselves barely make enough to live. You alone have been faithful to us, 
but it is so long since we have heard from you that we implore you in the 
name ot the ‘Little Flower’, oh, do not forsake us also! What will become 
of us if you no longer interest good benefactors in America in our need? That 
we still wear the habit of our holy mother St. Teresa is, after God, due to 
the alms Your Reverence has sent us. We are deeply grateful for all your 
help, and pray fervently for our benefactors. May this petition placed in 
the hands of St. Teresa of the Child Jesus not fail to bring a response in our 
bitter need.” 

The Carmelites also tell of their gratitude for Mass stipends 
to give to their chaplains. —

The Good Sons of St. Francis are in Distress 


Holy Church places many means at our disposal to help 
the suffering souls in purgatory, but the most powerful, and 
the most efficacious is the Adorable Sacrifice of the Mass.

We have scarcely any Mass 
intentions, and receive no alms whatever. The people are utterly impover- 
ished. Sometimes we actually have not the means to procure the necessary 
food for the table. Now you have again become our benefactor as once before 
through the alms you sent from America, our house was saved from 
dissolution.” — How distressing that the good Franciscans must suffer thus ! 

Klagenfurt: “You cannot imagine from what truly bitter need the good 
God has relieved us through the Mass stipends you sent! It is again verified: 
“Where need is greatest, God’s help is nearest’... In case you again have some 
Mass intentions to spare, we would be most grateful to receive some.” 
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Salzburg: ‘‘Again I have been elected Guardian, and procurator for 
all the Capuchin monasteries in the archdiocese of Salzburg. Ah, no one 
realizes what heavy, heavy cares this office now presses upon my shoulders! 
Surely, I may again come to Your Reverence, and beg you to obtain help 
for me from good Americans in this responsible office. Mass stipends will 
help our financial distress.” 


Graz: “One of the chief sources of our support are the Mass intentions 
Your Reverence has been able to send us now and then. There is great need 
for our missionary labors among the people, and we must educate young men 
for our Order, but, alas! with what means! If we fail to receive Mass stipends 
from America, we will not have wherewith to support our clerics and fathers, 
and their work for souls will be impeded.” 

It grieves the heart to see these good Franciscan and 
Capuchin Fathers, who practice poverty so strictly, deprived 
of the bare means of sustenance, when we can so easily help 
them! They ask not for alms, but for Mass stipends. Let us 
during this month of November be very generous toward the 
Holy Souls and toward the good Franciscans!

A Heaven-Inspired Thought 


Happy the father, the mother of a worthy priest! The 
priestly son is the joy of his parents, their comfort and the 
source of great hope for eternal life. However, the grace of 
a priestly vocation comes from God Himself. The privilege of 
seeing their son at the altar is denied many families. And yet, 
dear father, good mother, it is possible to have a priest in your 
family if you adopt a youth who wishes to become a priest; if 
you render it possible for him to study, and thus help him to 
attain his aim. In Germany and Austria there are many vo- 
cations for the priesthood, but on account of poverty, many 
talented young men may be prevented from studying. It is 
impossible for bishop or parents to furnish such a sum, because 
the bishop himself is poor, and the people of Germany and Austria 
have become totally impoverished. God grant that this beauti- 
ful idea, this heaven-inspired thought, this so eminently God- 
pleasing work, of supporting a student who feels himself called 
to the sacred ministry, may inspire many generous hearts to 
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contribute the necessary funds for a continuation of his studies. 

What a blessed consciousness: this or that young man can 
become a priest through my alms; daily he wiil remember me 
at the altar, daily he will pray for my loved ones! Could any 
alms be more pleasing to God! Christ will reward it a hun- 
dredfold in this world, and will give life eternal in the next. 


A donation of $500.00 will help a young man in Germany 
or Austria during his course in philosophy and theology, which 
covers a term of five to six years’ time. 

However, many people with the best will are unable to 
sacrifice $500.00; but $250.00 or $300.00 would be possible-for 
them. This amount will defray the expenses of a theology 
student during the last few years of his studies. 

Others, again, by being sparing and economical, can lay 
aside $50.00 or $60.00 a year. That is sufficient-to help toward « 
the most necessary expenses of a student fer one year in the 
seminary. 

Whoever wishes to adopt a student until he has attained 
the priesthood, may send us the offering. We will forward the 
donation or scholarship to the diocesan bishop or to the directors 
of the seminary who will apply it to the education of a worthy 
student. The scholarship should not be sent direct to the 
student, because the diocesan bishop and the seminary directors 
are responsible for the vocation of a candidate to the priesthood. 
Should the student at any time prove himself unworthy of his 
high calling, the bishop withdraws the scholarship and bestows 
it upon another who is worthy. In this way the donor is as- 
sured that his gift is being applied to the holy purpose for which 
he sacrificed his money. The bishop or director of the seminary 
will write to you himself, and also the happy student. He will 
be in communication with you until he says his first Holy Mass. 
And be assured, the bond of charity will be drawn still 
more closely after his ordination. Then, dear reader, can you 
say in truth: I have a priest in my family! Oh, believe me, 
this priest will be a most grateful son, he will be your joy 
and consolation especially at the hour of death.
